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Mahdawiyah groups. Mahdawiyah groups were heavily chastised by imams as 
imposters and un-Islamic. A Shi'a imam in Hussaniyah, Baghdad informed his 
parishioners about the group's ideological beliefs, which include their obsession with the 
return of the 12th Imam, and claimed these groups have nothing to do with religion, but 
are merely political movements with political agendas. Many imams continued to 
comment on the Sol and Awakening movements. One Sunni imam in Tarmiyah, 
Baghdad stated that Sol members must perform their duties and persuaded them away 
from joining terror groups. He asked Sol members not to worry about salaries, and 
pointed to an example where 230 Sol members walked away from their job due to salary 
issues. Other imams continued to praise the efforts of Sol members for their role in 
improving security. Some imams commented on the fire at the Central Bank of Iraq, with 
some imams believing that money was stolen and the fire served as a cover to the theft. 
Several imams remained critical for perceived Gol failures, primarily regarding lack of 
services, poor economic growth, and lack of initiative with reconciliation and 
reconstruction initiatives, which most imams believed was essential in establishing long- 
term stability. @

Last night in Rusafa, Baghdad Eagle (IA EOD) was dispatched to a possible VBIED tip 
from Baghdad Station. Baghdad Eagle determined the vehicle at the location was a 
possible VBIED, and request CF assistance. 

- CF units and EOD cordoned off the area, conducted disruption detonations, and found 
additional military grade munitions. 

- A second detonation reduced the VBIED threat. 

- The VBIEDs location in the industrial area of Riyadh is consistent with past found 
VBIEDs.

Since the last update, MND-B conducted eight company level operations. Of note: 


2/101AA conducted a TST raid in Khadimiyah that resulted in the capture of the target 
and 4x detainees. The target, Abbas AI Kinani, is part of a Special Groups IED cell in 
the Shulla area. 


4/3ID conducted a TST raid in Adhamiyah that captured Abu Hamza, a Shia Extremist 
Company Commander in control of Hayy Qahira. Abu Hamza was collecting information 
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on IA leaders belonging to 3/1/11 IA IOT organize an operation to kidnap and murder 
any ІА leadership and their families. 


4/10MTN conducted OPN DUNHAM, a raid targeting a Rogue JAM Company CDR in 
Karadah. The operation resulted the detention of the target, Jafar Jiyad, and may 
provide additional information on RJAM operations, structure, and other targets. 


2/101AA conducted a TST raid in Adhamiyah that resulted in the capture a BN level 
target. Tariq Jumah Ubaid AI Badari is assessed to be the Dolai JAM Special Groups 
commander. He has reportedly been involved in IEDs, EJKs, eviction of local national 
from their homes, and extortion. His detention will disrupt JAM SG's in Hayy Huriya. 


In the north, 2/2510 conducted OPN ROCK SHORE BREAK |, an air assault raid to clear 
an area of AQI caches.

On 02 Feb 08, the Sons of Iraq leaders from Jamia, Adl, and Khadra attended the first 
Sons of Iraq class to graduate from the IP Academy at Camp Fiji. 


The graduation was well rehearsed and included a demonstration of the skills that the 
new IPs learned during the two-week class. 


MG Qadim of the Karkh District addressed the new IPs during the ceremony, saying 
“This is a proud day for Iraq and her sons." 


This event is an enormous step forward in the progress of the Iraqi government and 
security forces. These new IPs will work in their own hometowns, giving them added 
incentive to stay vigilant. The new graduates are dedicated, professional, and stand 
ready to secure their neighborhoods and their nation.

(4) Operation Apache Harvest Ill is continuing its screen south of Mosul intended for the 
disruption of material and fighters reportedly moving through the area into the city. 


(5) Operation Warrior Harvest | is a combined operation between 3/3 ACR and 2/2 1А, 
concentrating on route clearance and reinforcement of force protection measures near of 
COP Talon. Based on the unit's assessment of the area we are emplacing some 
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counter mobility obstacles near the COP to degrade the AQIZ/ISI maneuverability 
approaching the COP. 


(6) In Tal Afar the ISWAT being advised by an ODA Team had conducted OPN 
Avalanche which was a 14c raid early morning Sunday. Reflections from 
ODA interpreters reported that as the team returned, they were greeted by a number of 
LNs along the road thanking them for their actions. The assessment through ODA 
reports is that the ISI/IED Cells around Tal Afar are being successfully targeted and the 
local population has accepted the ISF and Gol’s efforts in the area.

(12) Operation Independence began today at 1300 as an AASLT operation north east of 
Samarra between 2-327 IN and ISF elements directed at the capturing any AQI/ISI 
forces operating in the area and continuing to deny the area surrounding Samarra to any 
enemy forces. This operation is still ongoing and is expected to end tomorrow night. 

We continue to see decreased over the past two months which we attribute to the 
increase of CF/ISF operations targeting support zones and increased circulation of the 
local populace within the city and increased Sons of Iraq presence. We are looking to 
continue to press on suspected AQI C2 locations to maintain this momentum. 


(13) ODA conducted OPN Loudoun yesterday near Balad in order to capture a HVI 
suspected of operating in the area. The TST ended with 8 detainees taken to the 
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Baqubah ERF-1 detention facility. Even through the target was not found onsite we are 
still assessing this to be a successful mission; ERF-1 personnel have done an excellent 
job applying the training they have gone through and the mission has given the IA units 
patrolling there a chance to push through and expand their patrol area towards Sufeit.

(14) Sir, in Diyala, operations in the Bread Basket are continuing on course with 3/2 ACR 
and 2-23 IN operating between Baqubah and Muqdadiyah with Operations Tomahawk 
Harvest, Wolfpack Harvest, Tomahawk Thrasher I, and Sabre Harvest with NSTR for 
today. 


(15) 2-23IN began Operation Tomahawk Thrasher I began this morning north of 
Baqubah targeting three villages there IOT deny the use of this area as a safe-haven. 


There is some concern about anti-CF elements in Qubbah however we,will be using the 
IA forces as a large part of the operation in order to show that this is qi lead 
operation.

during the mission to help alleviate these tensions.

We currently have 2/3 ACR in the ric conducting its move to FOB Caldwell at this 
time. Once the unit has finished it ЎЄ within 72 hours they will be prepared to 
resume future operations.

ene As you know, Sir, we had our United and Strong 
Conference on FO r yesterday. We had representatives from every province in 
MND-N includin vernors, deputies, judges and other members of the provinces 
with over 25 attendees and coverage from 13 media groups including CNN, Washington 
Post, Reuters, Al Jazeera and other media outlets. Some of the topics covered were the 
need for a provincial powers law to be passed by the courts, which would help 
strengthen the relationship between the provincial and local government. Improvements 
to the banking system, fuel allocation, electricity, water and sewage, healthcare, 
education and road/bridge repair along with many more topics. All of the attendees 
present agreed to consolidate the issues discussed and present them to the Ministers at 
a follow up conference, United and Strong III which is planned for later this month. We 
are hoping that this next conference will be just as well received as this one was.

MND-CS White Eagle: 
The situation in MND-CS remains stable with zero attacks on CFs or ISF during the past 
48 hours. 
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Current operation of Lions Pounce and Silver Hooisers continues in order to deter and 
deny enemy movement. As the new rotation continues to gain SA, yesterday, a total of 
6 operational patrols were conducted with one convoy escort. Polish SOT conducted 
one patrol and continues to develop a supporting relationship with ODA After 
receiving approximately 350 additional Polish soldiers over the weekend, today the 
number of operational presence patrols increased to 10 patrols for TF Lynx, with some 
still on-going; one convoy escort; and manning of JSS 2. TF Falcon executed a total of 
4 operational patrols. US. MPs also continue a show of force presence in the city as they 
work to develop the IP force. 


This past weekend, three schools which began reconstruction work at the end of 
December were completed by the local contractors. Upon completing final inspection, 
MND-CS will schedule opening ceremonies with the school leadership, the DG of 
Education, and other provincial council members. Those three schools provide 
education opportunities for 1,800 students; and employed 150 workers,during the re- 
construction works. Also seen on the slide is an on-going water proj the Al Askari 
2,3,4 districts of Diwo. This work also began in late December and eduled to be 
completed in the spring. That project employs 1,200 workers, istirfg in some 
employment opportunties for locals citizens from Diwo. Wit ditional allocation of 
CERP funds received yesterday, many construction, emp t, and humanitarian 
support projects developed by the 9" Polish rotation ca ed IOT to assist in the 
stabilization efforts of Qadisiyah Province. 


Update on the Diwaniyah PRT. Of 15 members,projetted to be on the team, 12 are 
either assigned or will be on board by the orien, Identified in red on the slide, 
the team is soon to fill the project vanagdihs n, with the USAID Officer and the 
Small Business Advisor projected to b&filledin approximately 30 days. One governence 
representative, formally stationed in Province, has been here at Camp Echo for 
approximately one week. Addition team leader has informed us that he plans on 
making weekly visits with his fun experts, pending RSO support from the REO in 
Hillah.

Other topics of the 
meeting focused on mutual cooperation between MND-CS and the IPs, with Gen Safa 
reporting that security is stable, and basic services improvements needs to continue to 
maintain stability.

The level of attacks decreased to 12 from 23 in the IGFC's AO, and the effective attacks 
increased by 1. 


The IA conducted 10 C&S along the IGFC's AO which resulted in 59 Detainees. 
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The intelligence information indicates that in Knaa'n area in Dayala AQI did threaten 
people not to be involved within the ISF or any governmental Job and who is already has 
involved must give his badge and weapon to the AQI, and pay 3 Million Iraqi dinars. 


Most important events; 


Yesterday at 0900, a demonstration started from Al Salam district IVO Al Muqdadiya to 
the 5" IA Post command in Normandy, they asked the ISF to conduct operations in their 
area (Al Salam) to free them from the AQI presence. 


Also yesterday at 1500, an IED exploded in the Dayala City Hall building wounding the 
Security Committee Chief ( Dr. Husein Al Zubeidy) and one soldier from CF. 


The most important operations along the IGFC's AO: 

A very significant cache was found in Al Dayra northeast of Hilla duri joint IA and CF 
operation and IVO Khalis they detained 18 of Jund Al Sama’ (hea diers) members 
as depicted on the slide.
